For the rest of tile exterior, crum­ 
bling stonework has been replaced, 
the old dilapidated canopy of wood 
and canvas lins been torn away to 
make room for the new canopy of steel 
and concrete construction.

Paintings have been reno­ 
vated and many ojher hits of repair 
work have been dont*, at an expense to 
the city of approximately $286,000, the 
total of the contracts awarded to A. 
Piotti, chief contractor, being $285,954. 
The total cost of the renovation will 
lie about $815,000. 
Within the hail, the market has been 
floored with concrete, new refrigerat­

lias 
been 
installed, 
overhead sprinklers have been put in, 
the market and basement floor slabs 
have been waterproofed and general 
renovation has been completed. There 
was some sentiment at the time the 
restoration was begun in favor of re­

firm since the construction of the 
j building in 1762.

Ohio Natural Gas Companies 


May Be Investigated. 


FULL 
INFORMATION SOUGHT 


Investigators From the National Cap­ 
ital 
Expected to Inquire Into the 
Intercorporate Relations That Exist 
Am ong Gas Companies In Buckeye 
State— Assistant Attorney 
General 
Sounds Out Utilities Commission. 


Columbus, 
Dec. 
18.—Members 
of 
the state utilities 
commission indi­ 
cated that an inv estigation of Ohio 
natural gas companies may be made 
by the federal department of justice. 
It was said that inv estigators are 
expected to come here from Washing­ 
ton to inquire into the intercorporate 
relationships that exist 
among the 
gas companies. 
By this intercorpor­ 
ate relationship, companies supplying 
the gas, companies which distribute 
the gas to smaller companies, and 
companies which sell to the consumer 
all are controlled by a central organ­ 
ization. 
Attempts to increase natural 
gas rates in ev ery portion of the state 
appear to furnish the motiv e for the 
probable inquiry. 
In a letter to the utilities commis­ 
sion, Augustus T. Seymour, first as­ 
sistant attorney general of the United 
States, said: 
“In 
connection 
with 
your inv estigation of the matter of 
the proposed increases in rates to be 
charged the citizens of the v arious 
cities in Ohio by the natural gas com­ 
panies 
operating 
therein, will you 
kindly adv ise this department wheth­ 
er or not your commission has on file 
any information upon the subject of 
the intercorporate relations of these 
gas companies, and, if so, whether 
such information will be av ailable for 
examination by the proper officers of 
this department? 
It is possible that 
you hav e on file reports 
made 
by 
these companies which contain full 
information 
along 
the 
lines 
indi­ 
cated.” 
in reply to Seymour’s 
letter the 
commission offered whatev er 
infor­ 
mation is av ailable. 
The assistant 
attorney general then wrote a second 
letter in which he said the depart­ 
ment "soon will av ail itself of your 
kind oiler.” 
Records of the commission disclose 
that smaller gas 
companies in the 
state, in the last 
few years, hav e 
steadily been absorbed by larger com­ 
panies, and these in turn taken ov er 
by so-called holding companies, which 
control not only the producing fields, 
but the pipe lines and the distribut­ 
ing systems. 
Howev er, the old cor­ 
porate identities, in most cases, hav e 
been retained. 
It was this intercor­ 
porate relationship which was so sin­ 
gularly scored by Judge E. B. Kin- 
kead in his recent decision in the Co­ 
lumbus rate hearing, in which the 
jurist told the companies that they 
were, in spirit if not in fact, v iolat­ 
ing the state anti-trust law, and must 
abandon this fiction of multi-corpor­ 
ate entities before the hearing could 
go on.

powers are looking at this country's 
nav al discussion with a good deal of 
uneasiness. 
Political leaders here say it would 
surprise no one if Secretary Wilbur 
should be left out of the cabinet when 
it is reorganized alter March 4. 
The salient factors in the presi­ 
dent’s attitude toward the nav y were, 
set forth by the accredited spokes­ 
men of the white house as follows: 
He will not proceed on the theory 
that

with that of its leading riv als—Eng­ 
land and Japan; he sees "no hope” 
in a future of competitiv e armament 
Or a belief that because onfe nation 
i3 building at a certain rate, America 
must follow suit; he is doubtful that 
the public interest would be serv ed 
by a thorough congressional inv esti­ 
gation into the state of the nav y, and 
he regards of little importance elev a­ 
tion of guns in the turrets of i;! first- 
line battleships, strongly recommend­ 
ed by nav al authorities. 
Secretary Wilbur announced

he had ordered a nav al court of in­ 
quiry to 
be conv ened at the .New 
York nav y yard to inv estigate the 
unauthorized publication of informa­ 
tion regarding nav al matters which 
might be of v alue to a possible enemy 
country. 
The secretary said the in­ 
quiry would deal specifically with the

New York 
city, came to find its way into a num­ 
ber of papers recently.
